Let the hunter come to Ysleta and 
procure a good saddle animal and one 
for packing his traps and start for the 
Guadalupe or Waco Mountains. The 
large cinnamon or brown bear, second 
in ferocity and size to the dreaded driz- 
zly of California ; the well-known black 
bear, deer, panther, Mexican lion, fox,

The word tattoo is of South-^ea origin, 
and denotes the practice Of covering tho 
body with punctured designs, generally 
in colors. The savages of antique times 
— Britains, Germans, Africans, Asiatics 
— tattooed themselves, as wo learn, from 
various texts in Harodotus, Tacitus, 
Csasar and other authors less renowned, 
quoted by M. Boroeon, in his "Historie 
Medicale de Tatouage." The study of 
savage tatbmiug has a double interest; 
it throws light on the early history of 
di curative art, and it illustrates the pro- 
cess by wliich almost all savage tribes 
come to conceive of themselves as de- 
scended from animals, aud afterwards 
worked out a rude system of heraldry, 
engraving their chests and coat-armor on 
their naked bodies. On these topics we 
do not prop >se to enter to-day, but to 
follow Dr. Laeassagne's account of tat- 
tooing as a practice in the French army 
and by French criminals. It may not 
be true that if you catch a Russian you 
find a Tartar. The experiment might be 
dangerous, and many think it superflu- 
ous. But ii you strip a French soldier, 
especially the soldier who has served in 
Atrica, or who haa often been under 
arrest, you certainly find the tattooed 
Aryan. Many pious pilgrims have them- 
selves tattooed with sacred devices of 
Jerusalem. Dr. Lacassagne has copied 
the talouai/c of a pilgrim who assures 
him that tha (iraud Duke Nicholas was 
tattooed at the same time as himself. 
There are professional tattooers iu Paris 
and JLyous, who charge one^half franc 
for each design. Generally the tattoocr 
has designs on paper, and reproduces 
these on the skin by a mechanical pro- 
cess. Large designs cost a good deal. 
A big representation of an Indian hold- 
ing up the flag of the United Suites 
cists the decorated person lif teen francs. 
China ink is the coloring substance pre- 
ferred, touched up with vermillion. Dr. 
Lacassagne has collected 1,333 designs, 
tattooed on 378 members of the Second 
African battalion, or on men under arrest 
in military prisons. Most of the men 
were of the criminal classes, who passed 
a good deal of time under arrest, and 
therefore had leisure to devote to dec- 
orative art. Manv were tattooed oa 
on every part of the body, except the 
inside of the the thighs.— Pall Mall 
Gazelle.

Ancient Mexico. 

Readers who know anything of Central 
Aim nea — Yucatan, pari ot Mexico, and 
(taut, mala, and the wonderful ruiusof 
temples and towns built in ages long, 
long ngo — will hear with pleasure that a 
scientific archaeological expedition is to 
be scut under the authority of France 
and the United States, to make further 
explorations in that mysterious country. 
The chief promoter of the expedition IS 
Mr. Peter Lorillard. of New York, by 
whom the greater part of the cost will 
be lxirne. In numbers and equipment 
nothing will be lacking; casts of tho im- 
portant bas-reliefs and iusenpti. ms will 
be taken, whereby .scholars hi all parts 
of the world will bo enabled to study 
relics of civilization not less interesting 
than the old monuments of Egypt and 
Assyria. From what is already known, 
it l- supposed thnt the huil.lers of these 
temples had mtimate relations with Cam- 
bodia and Java, if they were not actually 
emigrants from thoaa countries. Liter- 
eating atlinities have l>ocn made out by 
linguistic studuuta, some uf whom bc- 
li. ve that the tabh-land of Peru, and not 
that of Asia, was the cradleof thehuman 
race; and that the I Unites of Scripture, 
during their wanderings settled in Peru, 
and erected the buildings wliich now ex- 
cite our astonishment Hence it will be 
understood that something may lie dis- 
covered that will throw light on primeval 
history. The hill-c mutry of Y'uoatun is 
almost unknown. It is reported that the 
inhabitants — a tierce tribe named Mayas 
— "have reconstructed the old towns 
with their fort* and temples, and revived 
many of the customs, laws, aud idola- 
trous rites <>f their forefathers. " The 
explorers will visit these people', and 
also endeavor to find traces of the tribes 
that preceded tho Aztecs.

Vast accumulations of 
wealth, instead of being squandered in 
the purchase of places and useless de- 
corations for elevating one's self above 
his fellows, are now employed in educa- 
tional, industrial and eleemosynary 
foundations. 

Tattooing In France. 

The unprogressive and the criminal 
class in civilized countries have many 
characteristics in common with the sav- 
age. The superstitions beliefs and mag- 
ical practices of Scotch aud French 
peasants can hardly be distinguished 
from those of Thliukeeta and Namaquas. 
Hut it rather surprises us, we confess, to 
find that, in France at least, the unpro- 
gressive classes freely tattoo themselves. 
The word tattoo is of South-^ea origin, 
and denotes the practice of covering the 
body with pnnctured designs, generally 
in colors. The savages of autique times 
— Bri tarns, Germans, Africans, Asiatics 
— tattooed themselves, as we learn, from 
various texts in Harodotus, Tacitus, 
Ctesar and other authors less renowned, 
quoted by M. Berceon, in his "Historie 
Medicale de Tatouage." The study of 
savage tattooing has a double interest ; 
it throws light on the early history of 
decorative art, and it illustrates the pro- 
e. by which almost all savage tribes 
come to conceive of themselves as de- 
scended from, animals, and afterwards 
worked out a rude system of heraldry, 
engraving their chests and coat-armor on 
their naked bodies. On these topics we 
do not propose to enter to-day, but to 
follow Dr. Lacassagne's account of tat- 
tooing as a practice in the French army 
and bv French criminals. It may not 
be true that if you catch a Russian you 
find a Tartar. The experiment might be 
dangerous, and many think it superflu- 
ous. But if you strip a French soldier, 
esi>ecially the soldier who has served in 
Africa, or who has often been under 
arrest, you certainly find the tattooed 
Aryan. Many pious pilgrims nave them- 
selves tattooed with sacred devices of 
Jerusalem. Dr. Lacasaagne has copied 
the tatowt</r, of a pilgrim who assures 
him that the Grand Duke Nicholas was 
tattooed at the same time as himself. 
There are professional tattooern iu Paris 
aud Lyons, who charge one-half franc 
for each design. Generally the tattooer 
has designs on paper, and reproduces 
these on the skin by a mechanical pro- 
cess. Large designs cost a good deal. 
A big representation of an Indian hold- 
ing up the flag of the United States 
costs the decorated person fifteen francs. 
China ink is the coloring substance pre- 
ferred, touched up with vermillion. Dr. 
LacaasagQe has collected 1,333 designs, 
tattooed on 378 members of the Second 
African battalion, or on men under arrest 
in military prisons. Most of the men 
were of the driminal classes, who passed 
a good deal of time under arrest, and 
therefore had leisure to devote to dec- 
orative art. Mahv were tattooed on 
on every part of the body, except the 
inside of the the thighs.— Pall Mall 
Gazette.

Readers who know anything of Central 
America — Yucatan, part of Mexico, and 
(hmtemala, and the wonderful ruiusof 
temples and towns built in ages long, 
long ago — will hear with pleasure that a 
scientific archfeological expedition is to 
be Rent under the authority of France 
and the United States, to make further 
explorations in that mysterious country. 
The chief promoter of the expedition is 
Mr. Peter Lorillard, of New York, by 
whom the greater part of the cost will 
be borne. In numbers and equipment 
nothing will be lacking; casts of the im- 
portant bas-reliefs and inscriptions will 
be taken, whereby scholars in all parts 
of the world will be en»bled to study 
relics of civilization not less interesting 
than the old monumehta of Egypt and 
Assyria.

As AN*Ti-Fmc-rioN composition, used 
with great success in Bavaria, instead 
of oil, tallow, etc., is thus miule : Ten 
and one-half parts of lard are melted 
with txvo parts of pulverized plumbago ; 
the lard is melted, the plumbago mixed 
iu slowly, stirred well, and the mixture 
applied cold. 

To rhmove bolts that have rusted 
without breaking them the most effectual 
remedy known is the liberal application 
of petroleum. Care must he taken that \ 
the rusted parts are reached by it, and * 
some time must t>e allowed to give it a j 
chance to soften the layer of rust ln-fore j 
any attempts ate made to rem >ve the] 
Imlt. 

Tirr. decay ol wood embedded in the 
earth is difficult to guard against, but 
according to the British Fartnt r v s Ou- 
zctt*., a simple precaution, costing neither 
money nor labor, will increase the dura- 
bility .of posts put in the ground by 
fifty per cupt. This is simply by taking 
care, .that, the wood^ i*^ inverted, i e», 
placed in the opposite direction, to that 
iu which It grew.* Experiments have 
proved* thai oak posts put in the ground 
m the same position iu which they grew, 
top upward, were rotten in twelve years, 
while their neighbors, cut from the same 
treeand placed top downwards in the soil, 
showed no signs of decay for several years, 
aft. rward. . The theory is that the capil- 
lary tubes in the tree are to -adjusted as 
t<> oppose tlie rising moisture when the 
woo d is inverted.

To make 
cigars burn, ammonia is used, and they 
are soaked in saltpetre.
